Naval Aircraft Smash — 
20 Jap Ships Off Korea

Australian forces neared the Borneo oil fields today and Adm. Nimitz reported a daring 
strike by land-based Navy planes against Japanese shipping far to the north off Korea. 
The Navy search planes sank or damaged more than 20 Japanese merchant ships in sweeps 
over the straits of Korea and Tsushima and Korean coastal waters, once considered in- 
violate to Japan’s enemies. Meanwhile, Japanese suicide squadrons returned twice to at- 
tack the U. S. fleet off Okinawa but were fought off after doing minor damage to one light 


American unit. Carrier planes and‘ 
big naval guns continued te pound 
the fanatically held enemy posi- 
tions on southern Okinawa, where 
U. S. 10th Army forces were last 
reported slowly advancing toward 
Naha, the island's principal city.

on the fuehrer following the at- 
tempt on Hitler’s life last July. 

The duel-scarred, soft-spoken 
major was quick to state he did 
not discount the official Nazi an- 
nouncement that Hitler died a 
warrior’s death, but also did not 
exclude “the other possibility.” 

This “other possibility,” the ma- 
jor said, is that Hitler may have 
“disintegrated” temporarily and 
that after periodic mysterious man. 
ifestations of continued existence 
may at some future date stage a 
“second coming.” 

The Nazi medical officer, who 
seemed to relish such an idea al- 
most as much as he did talking 
about Hitler’s physical condition, 
ridiculed previous reports that the 
fuehrer had died of a cerebral 
hemorrhage. 

He maintained that on the basis 


of his last medical examination of 


Hitler,-such a ‘hemorrhage was 
most unlikely. He said: 

“From what I know I believe 
the fuehrer could not.have died 
of cerebral hemorrhage.” 

Except for two personal physi- 
cians, aging Dr. Theodore Morrell! 
and Dr. Karl Brandt, both of 
whose whereabouts are unknown, 
Giesing is in the best position to 
identify Hitler’s body. 

“When I last examined Hitler | 
on Feb. 16,” Giesing said, 
looked feeble, and his face was 
devoid of color. I advised him to 
let another assume his vast re-

Ask Expansion 
Of Free Clinics 


Emory Urged To Open 
School for Hygienists 
In Resolutions 


A program designed to provide 
adequate dental care for low in- 
come Georgians in postwar years 
was adopted by the executive 
council of the Georgia Dental As- 
sociation, in session at the Ansley 
hotel here yesterday. 

The program is fashioned on 
lines recommended by the Ameri- 
can Dental Association and public 
health groups and was indorsed 
by Dr. William A. Garrett, Atlan- 
ta, president of the Georgia Den 
tal Association; Dr. Homer A, Da- 
vis, Atlanta, chairman of the pub- 
lic health committee of the asso- 
ciation, and other officers. 

Dr. Davis, reporting for the 
committee, said that during the 
past year 23 clinics were operated 
by dentists in 22 counties to care 
for indigents with 50 dentists 
working a total of 2,761 hours to 
perform 12,373 operations. The 
postwar plans call for vast expan- 
sion of the clinics, with emphasis 
on preventive measures. 

The Georgia dental leaders 
adopted resolutions calling on 
Emory University to establish a 
schoo! fur training dental hygien- 
ists, to be operated in conjunction 
with the Emory School of Den- 
tistry. Dr. Frank F, Lamons, At- 
lanta, in offering the resolutions, 
said there was no _ hygienists’ 
schocl in the south and the need 
for “properly trained auxiliary 
personnel in dental offices is 
acute.” 

Dr, Garrett, in his report as 
president, said the next annual 
meeting of the association will be 
held in Atlanta as soon as the ODT 
convention ban is lifted. He made 
several recommendations, includ- 
ing reorganization of the state 
group, employment of a business 
manager, and changing of annual 
meetings from May until fall. 

The report of Dr. R. H. Mur- 
phy, Macon, secretary, showed 
that the state membership has 
grown to 560, largest in history. 

Others reporting yesterday in- 
cluded Dr. G. C. Hunter, La- 
Grange, president of the State 
Board of Dental Examiners; Dr. 
Frank Tillery, Columbus, treasur- 
er; Dr. P. J. Thomas, Savannah, 
editor of the Journal; Paul M.

MUCH-VISITED STONE MOUNTAIN 
GEORGIA’S OLDEST NATURAL WONDER 


Stone Mountain, which attracts thousands of tourists an- 
nually, is perhaps the oldest of Georgia’s famous three natural 
wonders, according to guesses and scientific estimates. 

Preparing information to boost Georgia as a tourist state, 
Lee Trimble, of the state agricultural and industrial develop- 
ment board said Stone Mountain is probably older than Mt. 
Enotah (Brasstown Bald) in north Georgia, and the Okefenokee 
swamp in south Georgia. Geologists believe Stone mountain is 
more than 200 million years old. They think Mt. Enotah is older 


than the fabulous swamp. 


While thousands of out-of-state tourists have seen these three 
natural wonders, many native Georgians have never viewed 
these creations of nature, Trimble said. U. S. Highways No 78 
and 29 lead to Stone Mountain; U. S. Highway No. 1 or State 
Highway No. 89 lead to the Okefenokee, and U. S. Highways 
No. 19, 76 and 129 and State Routes 2 and 66 lead to Mt. Enotah, 


Body of Braun, U.S. General, 
Is Found in Italian Grave 


BOLOGNA, April 23 (Delayed) 
()—The body of Brig. Gen. Gus- 
tav J. Braun, assistant command- 
er of the U. S. 34th Division, who 
was shot down in a small obser- 
vation plane last. March 17, was 
found in a marked grave just 
south of Bologna three days ago. 

Braun, the first infantry gen- 
eral to be killed in combat dur- 
ing this campaign, had been in- 
terred apparently with full mili- 
tary honors by the Germans in 
a small valley just west of High- 
way 65, near the hamlet of Colla 
Selvamaggiore. 

Over the grave had been placed 
a large wooden cross with the 
red bull’s head emblem of his di- 
vision burned into-the wood, The 
grave was marked “Brig. Gen. 
Gustav Braun, staff of 34th In- 
fantry Division, died March 17, 
1945.” 

Next to him was buried Sgt. 
Larquis Cunningham, of Ham- 
mond, Ind., pilot of the plane car- 
rying Braun. 

Both bodies were removed to an 
American military cemetery. 

Braun was a native of Buffalo, 
N. Y. His wife lives at 86 Win- 
hurst drive, Rochester, N. Y. 


Braun’s grave was discovered 
by Lt. Carl Marcus, of Oreybull, 
Wyo., after a German prisoner 
said the observation plane had | 
crashed 75 yards from his com- 
pany headquarters. He said the 
Germans found a letter in Braun’s 
pocket from his wife congratulat-

PERFECTED HERE 


Car Stacking 
saves Army 
Vast Sums 


By CECILE DAVIS. 


A system of “stacking” jeeps and 
12-ton Gl trailers for shipment by 
rail worked out by a group of 
‘Atlanta transportation officers is 
saving the government more than 
a million dollars and thousands of 
critical railroad flat cars. 

Faced with a shortage of flat 
cars on which to ship a consign- 
ment of 900 trailers from a fac- 
tory at Savannah to a port of em- 
barkation, Capt. Robert A. Cald- 
well, of East Point, chief of the 
traffic branch, and Lt. Frank 
Young, of Philadelphia, set to work 
in January to conserve shipping 
space. They and other officers of 
the Fourth Transportation Zone’s 
Traffic Branch realized that they 
were not using the full 50-ton ca- 
pacity of each flat car. Col. Harry 
G. Williams, zone transportation 
officer, authorized them to try 
any system which would conserve 
shipping space. 

The “stacking” method had been 
tried before, and the manufactur- 
ers had decided “it couldn’t be 
done.” But Caldwell and Young 
did it. Late in March, GI trailers 
began rolling from Savannah, two 
to a car instead of one. 

“We-did it by making a care- 
ful study of specifications,” Capt. 
Caldwell explained. “Then we 
loaded one trailer on a flat car, 
and swung another one in place 
on top of it—and it worked. By 
facing the two trailers in opposite 
directions, and carefully blocking 
and bolting them in place, we 
have been able to use half the 
usual number of flat cars, with a 
saving of $120,000 on the Savan- 
nah contract alone. 

“The same system is now used 
to move 10,000 trailers being man- 
ufactured all over the country,” 
he continued. “By stacking them 
the Army is saving 5,000 critical 
flat cars and more than a million 
dollars.” 

A similar method of saving 
space in the shipment of jeeps 
was devised by Col. Williams and 
Maj. Charles R. Chadwick, execu- 
tive officer. A flat car which for- 
merly carried eight jeeps can now 
be used to ship 12 of the small 
vehicles. They are “stacked”— 
their front wheels resting in the 
back seat of the jeep ahead of 
them. 

When it comes to saving the 
government money, the Atlanta 
traffic branch has other methods 
up its sleeve. For instance, it has 
a transit-storage arrangement with 
the railroads by which the Army 
takes advantage of “through” 
freight rates even when shipments 
must be stored at an intermediate 
point along their route from fac- 
tory to port, 

Since August, 1943, more than 
3,500 astray freight problems have 
been handled throughout the coun- 
try, and more than $2,500,000 
worth of property has been recov- 
ered and returned to Army usage. 
Transportation companies, too, 
have benefited from the work of 
the “Astray Freight Section,” 
which has saved them an esti- 
mated $250,000 in claims.

That night our committee went on a Red Cross program and 
when it was done the Georgians present came up. It was old-home 
week anc I felt less homesick than at any other time. Georgia 
talk was knee deep. There were Col. Claude D. English, of Tiger, 
Ga., whose parents are Mr. and Mrs. James English; Sgt. Robert 
Woodall, of Woodland, Ga., whose parents are Mr. and Mrs. R. O, 
Woodall; Sgt. R. G. McConnell, of Atlanta, who was with the Georgia 
Power Company and whose wife lives in Atlanta on First avenue; 
wt W. Hughes, of Marietta, whose wife lives at 212 Roswell 
road. 

The next morning I ran into Lt. Edward White. who used to 
live next door to me in Atlanta on Myrtle street. His wife is now 
in Baton Rouge. He wanted to be remembered to all his old friends 
especially Smythe Gambrell. 

In Moscow Harold Waddell asked me to let his sister. Mrs. H. 
E. Bird, in Atlanta, know that he was well and that we had a 
good evening at an American party in Moscow. Waiting for a 
plane into Moscow I met Col. M. W. Pettigrew. who asked if 
Reginald Fleet still lived in Atlanta. I arranged for him to get the 
California address.

He is from Canton, where 
his brother, John, and other relatives reside. 

At Honolulu there was another old-home week. There I had 
dinner with Cmdr.

‘Statement of Faith 
In World Community’ 


Whatever the outcome of the United Nations’ 

Conference now in progress at San Francisco, one 

thing is certain. It has started on a basis which 

should, in all logic, insure some degree of success. That basis is 
the universal desire of mankind for the end of war as a means 
of international arbitrament and, if their public assertions are to 
be believed, a like determination by the official delegates of all 
nations. Likewise, those delegates know how we, the little men, 
feel. If they do not, they are too dumb to be village dog catchers, 
let alone representatives of the nations at its most vital gathering. 

However, it is sometimes well to reiterate a faith, a belief. 
Such reiteration strengtheners are realization of urgency and our 
determination for success. 

The Lions’ Club of Little Five Points, Atlanta, at a meeting some 
ten days ago, drew up what it labeled “A Statement of Faith in 
World Community.” As a pungent and clear expression of all our 
thoughts concerning the San Francisco meetings, it is worthy of 
widest possible dissemination. To aid in this, it follows here: 

“The Lions of the Little Five Points Club 


Time Is at Hand have a profound conviction that, as a re- 


sult of facing common dangers, enduring common sufferings, and 
experiencing common needs, the time for the peoples of the world 
to begin to discover common purposes upon which to build a frame- 
work for world community is at hand. 

“They believe that the ‘inalienable rights’ of the individual man 
have their point of origin in the common source of life, the Creator. 
Government documents are the expressions of the desire and de- 
termination of man to claim those rights and accompanying re- 
sponsibilities as essential implements with which to achieve his 
destiny.’ They believe, therefore, that plans of the framework for 
world co-operation must make use of values commensurate with 
the purposed dignity of man. The chief of these values, they be- 
lieve, are economic justice and social integrity. 

“In order that these high values may be available in adequate 
supply to build the structure of United Nations.the Lions of Little 
Five Points Club realize that sacrifices of varying nature and de- 
gree by individual nations are necessary. Who, on the other hand, 
would dare attempt to estimate the sacrifices demanded of all the 
nations by mankind’s implacable enemy, war? Voluntary sacrifice 
for the common good is the highest form of freedom; sacrifice im- 
posed by those who would exploit and destroy is slavery. 


: : “The members of this club believe that the 
As a Beginning Dumbarton Oaks plan deserves most careful 
consideration as a beginning in the long-time process of creating 
the world community. They believe that it is no more necessary 
for the law of the jungle to obtain between the nations than within 
nations. They believe it is perfectly possible at San Francisco to 
provide the foundations for a beneficent law of nations, sup- 
ported by a court of justice, and constitutional use of force, thus 
recognizing—in the words of President Truman—‘the obligations 
resting upon all states not to use force except in the defense of law.’ 

“As the founders of the United States of America had faith in 
future generations of their countrymen progressively ‘to form a 
more perfect union,’ so the members of this Lions’ Club have in 
their hearts and extend to all men everywhere the faith that, once 
the beachhead against the forces of self-interest is established, the 
nations of the earth will pour in support increasingly strong to 
push on and on until the United Nations is as much a reality as 
the United States. 

“It is not too soon or too much to expect the San Francisco 
Conference to establish this beachhead for world co-operation. The 
representatives of the nations in conference there are the com- 
mandos of the World Community. The invasion fleets from all 
corners of the earth will follow according to plan.”

Congressman Pace 
On Meat Shortage 


WASHINGTON—Rep. Stephen Pace, of Geor- 

gia, and other members of the special house 

’ committee to investigate food shortages are to 

be commended for the highly illuminating report that has just 
been filed on the meat situation. 


The report is one of the most exhaustive and most constructive 
of any similar document filed by a congressional committee in years. 
It goes to the heart of the subject and tells the story of the present 
meat shortage in simple and forceful language so that all can 
understand. 


At the end there is appended a series of well-framed recom- 
mendations which should go a long way in relieving the shortage 
and in eliminating black market conditions, if they are properly 
carried out by the government agencies involved. 


Everyone has been wondering about the meat shortage. It is a 
subject that everyone is interested in because it reaches into every 
household. 


To develop the facts and to outline a program for relieving the 
problem the lower house authorized the appointment of a special 
committee which was charged with the responsibility of making a 
comprehensive investigation of food shortages. Rep. Clinton P. 
Anderson, of New Mexico, was selected chairman of the committee 
and Rep. Pace was named as the ranking Democratic member. 


Its preliminary study was devoted to the meat shortage. Later 
the group plans to go into the subject of other staple food products. 


Answer The Georgia congressman and his associates found a 

simple answer to the meat shortage. Basically it 
arises from the fact because of our greatly increased purchasing 
power the civilian demand for meats has increased tremendously 
since the war started. 


During the 1935-39 prewar period, for example, the average an- 
nual consumption of meat per person was 126 pounds. Today it 
is estimated that the civilian consumption demand is equal to 170 
pounds per person. People have got more money and are living 
better. They are able to buy more meat. 


But while this is the chief underlying cause for shortage, other 
conditions have contributed to the effect. The black market is the 
principal offender. Meat is being diverted from the regular retail 
sources and distributed through these channels the same as liquor 
was during prohibition. 

Under the system as it has existed the OPA and other govern- 
ment agencies have found it all but impossible to enforce distribu- 
tion and ceiling regulations. The high profits which are invited 
offer too much of a temptation. 

The limited amount of meat that is available is going, in 
large measure, to black market outlets. This means that the honest 
retailer is finding it difficult to secure supplies to take care of his 
regular customers. Public caterers,. such as hotels, restaurarits 
and night clubs, are probably getting more than their share, since 
it is easier for the black market operators to deal with them, 


; Rep. Pace and his associates have made 
Recommendations several highly constructive recommenda- 
tions for meeting the problem. One is that first priority be given 
to food productior, with all possible steps taken to increase sup- 
plies without delay. Black markets are built on scarcity Hence 
the best way of defeating them is to bring production up to demand. 

Another recommendation which seems to hit the crux of the 
meat situation is that a new system of licensing slaughterers be 
adopted. In that way we could control the source of civilian meat 
supplies, tracing its distribution and seeing that it is not diverted 
from legal channels of sale. 

Over and above all would be imposed a better co-ordination of 
the entire food program, with OPA and the War Food Adm n- 
istration placed under one head, along with other agencies work- 
ing on the problem. 

Certainly the special committee has done a splendid job. Presi- 
dent Truman, who talked with Mr. Pace and his associates about 
the report after it was filed, is said to have been greatly im- 
pressed. It would not be surprising to see him take some positive 
action along the lines recommended in a short time. 

In that case the country will be all the more indebted to the 
Georgia congressman and his fellow members for what they have 
accomplished.

A former pharmacist’s mate, 
third class, she left the Navy in 
1944 because of disability.

With 
the help of the V. A. guarantee 
permitted by ‘the GI bill, ex- 
WAVE Hayes wound up with a 
house which she and her mother 
intended to use as a nursing home. 
Smooth, eh? 


To get down tc the essentials 
for a couple of seconds, what 
made Miss Hayes eligible? 


She had served on or after Sep- 
tember 16, 1940. Her service was 
90 days or more (she actually was 
a WAVE about 20 months). She 
was discharged or released “under 
conditions other than dishonor- 
able.” 


That’s all. Anyone with those 
qualifications is eligible. You 
don’t have to have the full 90 
days’ service, if you were separat- 
ed because of line of duty disa- 
bility. 

These same qualifications will 
also make you eligible for a busi- 
ness loan or a farm loan. 

A business loan is money bor- 
rowed to be used to buy a busi- 
ness or to buy land, buildings, 
supplies, equipment, machinery, 
or tools necessary to a business. 

The V. A. will not only want 
to know that the cost to you 
doesn’t exceed a reasonable normal 
value, but that you are really go- 
ing into business for yourself and 
the money will be used for that 
purpose, that the property you 
propose to buy will be useful and 
necessary to your business, and 
that your chances of success are 
reasonably good, 

That’s fair enough. If the V. A. 
sees it your way, it will guarantee 
half of the loan for whatever 
amount you need—subject to a 
maximum guarantee of $2,000.

HOW TO DIET SENSIBLY 

Many fad diets have been foist- 
ed upon Americans in past years, 
some of which have been medi- 
cally unsound, for they limited 
you to orange juice or bananas, 
which thus deprive the muscles of 
the necessary 300 to 500 calories 
worth of protein or meat that 
they demand daily in order to be 
healthy.

“You can see the boss, folks, it 
you move down by the third tree 
in the next block. Secret Service 
won’t let you stand on this side 
when he comes across.” 

You move down and stand be 
side an elderly woman who as 
sures you that our new President 
is on time for his meals, just as 
he is for his appointments with 
foreign diplomats and senate com- 
mittees. “I was here last week. 
and he came across right ere 
at 1 o'clock,” she smiled, indicat- 
ing the middle of the block in 
front of the White House.
